Messages Receiv ed Indicate Fair 
Weather and Better Speed 
Across The Atlantic 


Hamilton, Bermuda, 
Oct. 
13—(/P)—W eather conditions 
in Berm uda were fav orable 
today for the p assage of the 
G erm an dirigible G raf Zep ­ 
p elin which is ex p ected to 
p ass the island about eight 
o’clock this ev ening. 


The 
Pansy 
Greenhouses, 
owned and op erated 
here for 
many y ears by J. T. Turner, were 
sold Friday to William L. My er 
of Flint, Mich. Mr. My er 
took 
p ossession Friday and will con­ 
tinue to op erate the greenhouse 
under the p resent name. 
Mr. Turner has been in busi­ 
ness here for sev eral y ears. 
He 
was also emp loy ed here before 
going into business for himself. 
Mr. Turner is sp ending a 
few 
day s v isiting with relativ es 
in 
the city and county , after which 
he will go to Ohio for future res­ 
idence. His p resent intention is 
to retire from business, althougn 
it was said, he may op en a p lace 
of business later. 


Lakehurst, N. J., October 13— 
(A*)—It may take the G raf Zep ­ 
p elin 100 hours to cross the At­ 
lantic but once she gets to ths 
nav al air station here nav al of­ 
ficers say she can be landed in 
three m inutes. 
Four hundred and fifty men 
hav e been detailed to p ull the 
big dirigible down and run her 
into the hangar when she a r­ 
riv es. Lieut. Scott E. Peck, 
in 
charge of the mooring div ision, 
estim ates this can be done in 180 
seconds. 
Once she 
has been landed, 
howev er, the p assengers m ust go 
through the same form ality th a t 
steam ship p assengers are sub­ 
jected to before being allowed to 
set foot on American soil. First 
comes ex am ination by quaran­ 
tine officials, then imm igration 
insp ectors and finally the cus­ 
toms officers. T hat may take half 
an hour or more. 
The great nav al hanger here, 
in which the zep p elin will be 
berthed, is 
the largest 
single 
sp an in the world. 
On October 15, 19 24, the ZR-3, 
now the U. S. Nav y dirigible Los 
Angeles, a t th a t time the largest 
airship , comp leted her successful 
trip from Friedrichshafen, G er­ 
many , and slip p ed easily through 
the y awning doors of the hangar. 
W ith equal ease 
the 
great 
building will house the G raf 
Zep p elin, although this zep p elin, 
in its turn the greatest of air­ 
ship s, is 114 feet longer than the 
Los Angeles, or 770 feet. 
The 
hangar is 850 feet long. 
Four huge concrete and steel 
doors, when mov ed aside on elecT 
trie trucks, leav e an op ening 258 
feet wide an 172 feet high for the 
air v essels to 
enter. The G raf 
Zep p elin is 116 feet high. 
Lifting gas, 
fuel and oil in 
great quantity hav e been ship ­ 
p ed here for the G raf Zep p elin. 
In addition to 300,000 cubic feet 
of hy drogen, 
used 
for 
lifting 
p ower, there are on hand 9 00,000 
cubic feet of a sp ecial domestic 
gas m anufacture in 
Kentucky 
which will be av ailable as a sub­ 
stitute for “T3alu gas,” the new 
fuel consumed by the Graf Zep ­ 
p elin’s motors. 
The airship accommodation'- 
here also include two mooring 
m asts.

—Politics has reached its torch­ 
light season, and no quarter of 
the whole horizon is left in the 
darkness. 
In ev ery section of the country , 
the final intensiv e bid for v otes 
is on. This tim e is no p art of 
the scheme of things on either 
side to leav e any debatable p re­ 
cinct undebated. 
During the 
p ast week 
the 
southern border strip , host suc­ 
cessiv ely to Hoov er and 
Smith, 
has been the hub of the p re­ 
election whirl, while other sec­ 
tions hav e been under the ex hor­ 
tations of the lesser leaders. In 
Tennessee the rep ublican nom ­ 
inee made his ap p eal not only 
to the border states, but to the 
south as well. His democratic op ­ 
p onent has carried his “meeting 
and greeting” cam p aign through 
Virginia, North Carolina,. T en­ 
nessee and Kentucky with only a 
few short sp eeches 
as he ap ­ 
p roached Louisv ille, where he is 
ter deliv er his first p rep ared ad­ 
dress tonight. 
Throughout the whole border 
strip , from M ary land on the east 
to Missouri and Oklahoma on the 
west, m any uncertainties contin­ 
ue to figure in the calculations 
of the p oliticians. All of 
these 
states are claimed by both sides, 
but when they sp eak of m ajori­ 
ties neither sets the figure v ery 
high. They are down to the in­ 
fighting now, and three weeks of 
terrific effort lie ahead. 
, At the p resent delicate stage 
of the cam p aign there is much 
talk of “reactions” and “return ­ 
ing 
tides.” 
B ut when 
these 
term s are used by th e rep ubli­ 
cans they usually ap p ly to the 
west, and when they are used by 
the dem ocrats they usually ap p ly 
to the south.

Before the weather grows cold, 
all live stock, including poultry, 
should be inspected carefully for 
evidence of ex ternal 
parasites, 
such as lice, ticks, mange mites, 
affd scab. In^case parasites are 
lound, the stock should be dip- 
jjed while the w eather permits 
dipping w ithout danger of colds 
an a pneumonia. 


Milk which has a bitter flavor 
from bitterweed need not neces­ 
sarily be throw n away. « Salable 
butter and cottage cheese often 
can be made from bitter milk 
provided care is taken 
to wash 
ihem thoroughly. 


The 
-all-m ash 
m ethod” 
of 
feeding poultry, which has come 
into use recently, can be prac­ 
ticed successfully. 
One of the 
advantages of 
this method— 
which consists of supplying the 
entire ration in 
ground 
form 
kept constantly before the birds 
—is tha t every fowl is sure to 
get a balanced ration instead of 
varying proportions of scratch 
feed and mash. 


Farm ers should not be misled 
about common scab of sheep, the 
cause of serious financial loss. It 
spreads rapidly and is easily in­ 
troduced 
from 
“strays” 
or 
through “public buck herds.” It 
does not develop rapidly in hot 
Weather, and owners are likely to 
believe the mites causing it have 
left the flock. 
However, 
close 
ex am ination 
will reveal 
the 
m ites working a t the edges of 
the scabs. 
Dipping with 
the 
Hm e-and-sulphur or the nicotine 
solutions will cure the flocks, but 
the dipping should be repeated 
in from 10 to 12 days. The same 
treatm ent will cure foot scab. 


Light, friable, or sandy soils 
planted to corn, tha t react quick­ 
ly 
to atmospheric 
changes, 
should be plowed in the fall 
or 
w inter if the corn earworm is 
present, especially in the south­ 
ern half of the country. Frequent 
Changes of tem perature are de­ 
structive to the pupae of this 
pest, 
the losses 
from 
which 
am ount to many millions of dol­ 
lars annually. 


Food for bees during the win­ 
ter m onths requires close atten ­ 
tion. Every colony should have 
from 25 to 40 pounds of honey. 
If ieeding is practiced, 
sirup 
made of graulated sugar is 
as 
good as honey and is safe. In no 
w!Se should honey be purchased 
on the open m arket for bee feed­ 
ing. G reat care should be taken 
tha t honey for feed be obtained 
from a healthy apiary, lest the 
entire colony be ruined by dis­ 
ease.

The plan for the holding of essay contests on 
the nav y in Indiana and in other states under 
the auspices of the Nav y League at W ashington, 
is a commendable one. It is about time th a t we 
were hav ing more 
education in regard to our 
nav y . 
The first arm of our defense is being 
assaulted on ev ery side by the communists, and 
th e pacifists.

portant to the welfare of the community , the 
state and the nation. 
If neglected, it is not the 
politicians alone who will be ruined. 
Business 
will suffer when we depart from the fundam ental 
principles of American gov ernment. 
Why not 
a little more education in politics for all of us?

As long as they function efft- 
titentiy , the 425.000 classified em­

their jobs. The higher ex ecutiv es,

commission has no control

The place was named 
Rigdon from a pioneer doctor—

is now officially known as Inde­ 
pendence. The late N athan Lei­

ing rising generation. 
Only too rapidly the

closes ov er those early pioneers. 
Soon th e last one will be gone, 
but m ost of them hav e left be­

begun, but not by the 
same 
m eans and methods. The worfd 
is brighter and better 
because 
of their hav ing liv ed and may 
Heav en be the richer because of 
our loss, of those, who made and 
beq ueathed us this 
beautiful 
county .

Lakehurst, N. J., October 13— 


(/P)—It may take the Graf Zep- 
pelin 100 hours to cross the At- 
lantic but once she gets to ths 
naval air station here naval of- 
ficers say she can be landed in 
three minutes. 


Four hundred and fifty men 


have been detailed to pull the 
big dirigible down and run her 
into the hangar when she ar- 
rives. Lieut. Scott E. Peck, in 
charge of the mooring division, 
estimates this can bs done in 180 
seconds. 
Once she has been landed, 


however, the passengers must go 
through the same formality that 
steamship passengers are sub- 
jected to before being allowed to 
set foot on American soil. First 
comes examination by quaran- 
tine officials, then immigration 
inspectors and finally the cus- 
toms officers. That may take half 
an hour or more. 
The great naval hanger hero, 


in which the zeppelin will bs j 
berthed, is the largest single 
span in the world. 


On October 15, 1924, the ZR-3, 
now'the U. S. Navy dirigible Los 
Angeles, at that time the large.* 
airship, completed her successful 
trip from Friedrichshafen, Ger- 
many, and slipped easily through 
the yawning doors of the hangar. 


With equal ease the great 


building will house the Graf 
Zeppelin, although this zeppelin, 
in its turn the greatest of air- 
ships, is 114 feet longer than tht 
Los Angeles, or 770 feet. 
The 


hangar is 850 feet long. 
Four huge concrete and steel 


doors, when moved aside on elecr 
trie trucks, leave an opening 258 
feet wide an 172 feet high for the 
air vessels to enter. The Graf 
Zeppelin is 116 feet high. 


Lifting gas, fuel and oil in 


great quantity have been ship- 
ped here for the Graf Zeppelin. 
In addition to 300,000 cubic feet 
of hydrogen, used for lifting 
power, there are on hand 900,000 
cubic feet of a special. domestic 
gas manufacture in Kentucky 
which will be available as a sub- 
stitute for "'Balu- gas," the new 
fuel consumed by the Graf Zep- 
pelin's motors.

MAKING GOOD TIME 


New York, Oct. 
13—(ff)—With 


her five 580 horsepower motors 
droning a steady song of power 
and speed, Graf Zeppelin, huge 
transatlantic liner, raced over 
the Atlantic today at between 75 
and 85 miles an hour headed for 
Lakehurst, N. J., via Bermuda.

In New Industrial Substance

A stride by scientific research in 
producing a 
substance 
ap- 


proaching diamond in hardness 
was announced here today be- 
fore the convention of the Amer- 
icart Society for Steel Treat- 
ment. Its usefulness is as a ma- 
chine tool or boring and cutting. 


•The new material has no rela- 


tion to jewels, but is an indus- 
trial product, for such uses as 
the diamonds 
employed 
in 


drills. Those diamonds resemble 
lumps of coal. 
The discovery was announced 


by Dr. Samuel L. Hoyt of the re- 
search laboratory of the General 
Electric company. It is named 
carboloy, and is composed 
of 


tungsten carbide anfl cobalt. The 
carbide supplies the hardness 
and the 'cobalt the strength. 


Natural sapphire, next below 


diamond in the scale of hard- 


ness, is scratched by carboloy. 
The windows of the laboratory 
where it was .invented bear the 
marks of the scratching proper- 
ties of the new 
alloy.

emery 
grinding 


wheel, carboloy cuts a deep, nar- 
row groove without/ suffering 
much itself. 


Dr. Hoyt said that for drilling 


holes in rock and concrete it has 
been customary to use diamond 
drills or star hammers. The new 
cutting material is less expens- 
ive than diamonds and cuts a 
smoother hole than the star 
hammer, he said. 


On Bakelite, 
diamond tools 


have been the only material to 
stand up at the high 
cutting 
speed. When Bakelite contained 
a metal insert, special opera- 
tion was required to keep the 
diamond from breaking when it 
struck the metal at high speed.

In^case parasites arc 
iojwid, the stock should be dip- 
jiea while the weather permits j 
pipping without danger of colds 
find pneumonia. 


* Milk which has a bitter flavor 
from bitterweed need not .neces- 
sarily be thrown away. ^Salable 
toutter and cottage cheese often 
fcan be made from bitter milk 
provided care is taken to wash 
them thoroughly. 


" The -all-mash method" of 
feeding poultry, which has come 
Into use recently, can be prac- 
ticed successfully.

The plan for the holding of essay contests on 


. the navy in Indiana and in other states under 


the auspices of the Navy League at Washington, 
Is a commendable one. It is about time that we 
were having more education in regard to our 
navy.

its genealogy (Thomas J. New- 
kirk) vtnices batk to. the 12th 
century, will be noticed here on- 
ly In relation to its 
American 


residence. 
. Originating in Holland, 
the 


family .spread to France 
L and 


Germany and eventually to the 
New. Amsterdam, in 
America, 


about April 1659, when Garrett 
Cornelissen Van Niewkercke ar- 
rived,1 on the 
ship 
-Holland 


Moesman." He married 
Char- 


lotte Cornells and located 
at 


Flatbush, Lorjg Island, on, a 
small tract of land, which he 
sold March 10th, 1665 and which 
is how in. the heart of the city 
of Brooklyn. 
'Newkirk,. street, 


runs trough the tract,, a remind- 
er of G.arrett. He then located 
at Hurley, N. J., where he died. 


His son, Cornells, married Jen- 


net Kunst.and a sister of Jen- 
net, married Nicholas Roosevelt 
and they are the ancestors of 
Theodore Roosevelt. 


Barent Newkirk, a son of Cor- 


nelius, migrated 
to 
Virginia, 


from New "Jersey, 'about 1735 
and, being a millwright and car- 
penter, worked at his 
trade 


about the new country. His son, 
Abraham, was a private in Cap- 
tain John Craven's battalion, of 
the Washington county militia, 
in the Revolutioary War. He 
married Margaret Nox in 1785 
and both are buried at Dunkins- 
ville, Ohio, where they died. 
Shipman Newkirk, son of Abra- 
ham Newkirk was born 
April 


25th, 1805 in Washington coun- 
ty, Pa., and came with his par- 
ents to Adams county, Ohio, in 
1816, where he married 
Mary 


Bayless, daughter 
of 
Daniel 


Bayless of Maryland, and from 
there moved to Rush county hi 
1827 and located on the farm, hi 
section 8, now owned by Vorhees 
Cavitt. Here were born all his 
children, part, of whom sleep, in 
what was once a little graveyard 
on the farm. They had 
eight 


children—the oldest Daniel B, 
Newkirk was born hi 
Adams 


county, Ohio, January 1st, 1825. 


August 3rd, 1845, he married 


Polly Ann Hamilton, daughter 
of Robert Hamilton, by whom 
he had six children. Viz: Eliza J. 
who died in infancy. Sarah J., 
who married William 
Shields, 


(who died in 1867,) leaving his 
widow and one child, Daniel T. 
Shields.. The widow 
married 


Richard Benson, by whom two 
children 
survive—Albert 
and 


Herbert Benson. Her last mar- 
riage was to Daniel 
O'Keefe, 


who died Nov. 30th, 1923. Mrs. 
O'Keefe now resides at Gihgs, 
in fair health, although eighty 
years of age the 28th of May, 
1928. "Dan" Shields' father was 
a Civil War soldier and through 
him, Mrs. O'Keefe is now on the 
pension list. 


James L. J. Newkirk, son of 


Daniel B., was born August 20th 
1852 and died January 15th, 
1924, survived by his widow and 
seven children. He was married 
September 10th, 1873 to Rebecca 
Behymer of Tipton county, In- 
diana. 


Thomas J. Newkirk has been

child of Daniel B. Rebecca L. 
Newkirk, was born in 
Madison 


county, Ind., (where all of her 
father's children were born,) on 
April 4th, 1860. January 9th, 
1884, she married Joseph Vande- 
merit and they have four child- 
ren, the youngest dying hi in- 
fancy. 


Mellie Newkirk was born June 


27th 1868, and on Nov. 30th, 1893 
she was married to Rolla 
E. 


Zorne, who survives her, she dy- 
ing childless, Nov. 4th, 1927. The 
second child of Shipman New- 
kirk was Mary, who was born 
June 12th,. 1829 and, died Nov. 
16th, 1912. She was married to 
Joseph Kiser February. 14th, 
1850.

Malinda J. Newkirk, born Aug. 


14th, 1840 was married to Joseph 
M. Bell November 14th, 1861.- She 
is survived by her husband and 
six children. 


Margaret J. Newkirk was born 


July 21st, 1845 and was married 
to George W. Hendrix, Feb. 1st, 
1866. Both are now dead, sur- 
vived by five children. 


George Marshall Newkirk, the 


East .child of Shipman, was born 
August llth, 1849 and died July 


th, 1899." He was married twice 


and "is survived by his

wife and five children. 


Not one of the pioneer family 


survives, but scattered all over 
Rush and other 
counties and 


states .maybe found scores of 
their descendants. Among them 
may be named the Samuel J.

was a

daughter of Shipman Newkirk, 
and Samuel J. was a son

John Bell, an early settler from 
Kentucky. This family by mar- 
riage is related to the McBride 
and Winkler families. Another 
daughter's children are related 
by marrage to the 
McMillin, 


Gray, Clifton, Austin and' Mc- 
Manis families. 


"Salh'e" J. 
O'Keefe, 
oldest 


child of Daniel B. Newkirk, is 
Ijjhe oldest living Newkirk, of 
the family of 
Shipman, and 


with her sister Laura, the only 
survivors of the 
children 
of 


Daniel B. Newkirk. Albert H. 
Newkirk, of Connersville, a son 
of George M., is now the oldest 
survivor of the name, in that 
family—age 57 years. Robert L. 
Newkirk, son of "Joe" Newkirk 
and great grandson of Shipman 
is next at the age of 54 years, 
and oldest hi the county. 


A failure of male 
children 


soon 
extinguishes a 
family 


name, as was the case of the 
Pugh family. Shipman Newkirk 
had three sons—Daniel'B., with 
two sons, William R., with none 
and George M. with five. 


Daniel B. Newkirk, soon after 


his marriage located in Madison 
county, then a wilderness and 
where he located, a swamp all 
around. The place was named 
Rigdon from a pioneer doctor— 
Dr. Prior Rigdon, who was born 
in Madison county, Ky., April 
27th, 1814 and 
died 
October 


28th, 1900, at Rigdon. The town 
is now officially known as Inde- 
pendence. The late Nathan Lei- 
sure, owned a vast tract 
just 


west of this place and 
died 


there a few years ago, and only 
recently a son of his met a trag- 
ic death on this farm 
while 


working on an old well. 


Daniel B. Newkirk continued 


to reside near 
Rigdon, until 


1869, when he moved back 
to 


Rush county and purchased the 
Wills Buzan farm, on which is 
locate the Gings school and now 
owned by Dan Long and Mel- 
vina Murphy. The Newkirk fam- 
ily all married, lived and died, 
in Rush county. 


Of the second generation, only 


two survive and they both live 
on the old "homestead", parts 
of which they own. Of the third 
generation, few live outside of 
the county, the exceptions 
in- 


cluding Daniel F. Shields 
of 


Chicago and Julius E. Bell, who 
lives in Tennessee—both great 
grandsons of Shipman Newkirk 
and both past the three score 
mark. 


They are ranked hi age only 


by Mrs.'John H. Gray and Mrs. 
Will McMillin, who are daugh- 
ters of Mrs. Joseph M. Bell, are 
granddaughters 
of 
Shipman 


Newkirk and 
are themselves 


called "grandma" by a promis- 
ing rising generation. 


Only top rapidly the 
grave 


closes over those early pioneers. 
Soon the last one will be gone, 
but most of them have left be- 
hind them, a posterity willing 
and able to continue the work' 
begun, but not by the 
same 


means and methods. The worfd 
is brighter (and better because 
of their having lived and may 
Heaven he the richer because of 
qtir loss, of those, who made and 
bequeathed us this 
beautiful 


county.

Rushville played hard 
but 


brilliance at certain periods of 
the game was off-set by mis- 
takes hi diplomacy at the crucial 
moments and the Lions were 
able to penetrate 
deep into 


Spartan territory but were un- 
able to cross the goal line but 
once. 


A record crowd for football 


turned out at Connersville as the 
game was a dedication of the 
new Claypool field. The dedica- 
tory exercises were started at 1:- 
30 o'clock and the game was 
played at 3 o'clock. Coach Phil- 
lips took a squad of 42 men on 
the trip. 


Rushville 
was a 
constant 


threat throughout
